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i, Hefore the "Liberation," thera were approximately 4,090 Chinese residents in 
North Koersa, It is believed shat, during the Last three years, this number 
has increased to about 40,000, sa a result of immigration from the Comaunist 
areas of Manchuria and North Ghina, A majority of the Chinese residents 
are petty traders, shop keepers, farmers and Laborern. 


2. Trade between Manchuria and North Korea ia dominated by the Yung An, Tung Hus 
aod Li Min* trading companien, which were established under the direction of 
the Chinese Communist Party ‘CCP) with the preceeds from many shipments of 
textiles and clothing from Communis? Manchuria to North Korea during 1946, 
These firme are licenged by the North Korean government and have recently 
become more active and prosperous by adopting a direct $Panaport systen 
instead of transshipping at the border. These semi~official companiss have 
eclipsed the amugeling trade across the berder which continues only on a 
eMail ecale, The extent of Chinese participation in trade with areas ather 
than Menchuria is unknown, though it ig thought to be alight, 


3, The wajority of the post-liheration Chinese immigrants are reportedly 
ardent Communists, though none are known to hold menbership in North Korean 
political organa, The Chiness seldom participate either ag individuals or ‘ 
48 meaberg of Chinese residsnt aesociationa in North Korean official cera- 
monies, It ia believed that the political influence of the Chinese as a 
Minority group is not great, Last year the Nerth Korean government reportedly 
moved 1,000 former Chinese Communist Laborers to Vladivostok and Karafuto at 
the direct request of the Suviet eovernment. 


ay in South Zorea there are approximately 13,000 Chinese reeidents whe are 
generally apathetic toward both the CCP and the Kuomintang (KMT). Pagt 
effertea of the Chinese Embassy and the CCP te gain strength anong the Chinese 
reailants in South Korea wera larzely unsucceseful, though the Chinese 
Communigte can now be expected to increase their efforts. The members of 
the Chinese Embassy are nominally loyal to the Nationaligt governnent, but 
have indicated to American friends that their primary interost ig to find 
safe haven, even at the expense of the KM? effort in South Korea,
